The intenir- 
liaii ear lines of Texas have heretofore not been 
under the supervision of the Railroad Commission 
of the State. In the last few days they have been 
put under the jurisdiction of that Commission. In 
the beginning of the life of the Railroad Commis- 
don it did a great work for the State in the reg­ 
ulation of the railroads 
But during the past sev- 
eral years of its existence its policies have proved 
so ruinous to the railroads that it has bankrupted 
almost all the roads of the State and stopped all 
railroad building in the State and at the same time 
has not given thè public the advantage of as low a 
freight rate as it could have done. Without this 
ruinous supervision electric railxvays have pros­ 
pered at a less carrier rate than railroads and have 
been able to extend their lines all the time while 
railroad building was paralyzed. Let us hope that 
the Railroad Commission will not conduct as foolish 
a policy with the electric lines as it has with the 
steam railways.

ELSEWHERE IN THIS ISSUE of the paper we 
print an open letter from Geo. L. Sullivan, Seere- 
tar>’ of the Young MeiF.s Business League upon the 
subject of Road Question in Comanche County, that 
we urge every taxpayer to read carefully ard let 
us have your opinion upon. 
Mr. Sullivan has giv­ 
en a good deal of thought to this subject and has 
conferred with the highw’ay commission and many 
engineers and road builders. In this letter he out­ 
lines clearly and especially a plan whereby we 
can start the building of permanent roads in the 
County and in our opinion it is the only plan on 
earth whereby the County can start a real .system of 
permanent roads. In the first place it is a plan to 
build certain specific roads w'hich will be a neucleus 
upon which a county road system may he xvorked 
out, and this is the prime necessity in this County. 
W e cannot see any way to ever have a first-elass 
lenuauent road except through a bond issue, and 
his is starting it in a small way that will give us an 
opportunity to get our money’s 
w'orth. Over­ 
shadowing all other reasons is the great reason that 
we can in this way secure the State and National 
aid that will enable us to get more than the v'alue 
of our oxvn money. 
If we do not take advantage of 
this aid it will puss away and someone else who 
has met the conditions wrill reap the benefit. On a 
small issue like this the cost to the individual will 
not he high. The small farmer who renders, say 
S 52,000 worth of property, will he out about $3.00 
)er annum on a road that runs in at least two miles 
of his place and will be of that much benefit to 
him any week that he has anything to haul. The 
renter who only renders team and milk cow and 
a little personal property will not be out more than 
50 or 60 cents a year and he can save that on one 
Load. This bond issue at this time would put into 
he hands of laborers and people with teams quite 
a neat sum of money to be iq)ent in this tune of 
financial stringency and would give work to many 
of those who are now leaving the County in search 
of work. We hope every voter will discuss this 
matter with his neighbors and let us all get together 
and make this thing unanimous.
